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THE address of (covernor Christianson on the occasion of his 
inaugural is one which rose to real heights 
of statesmanship. 
The 
main ¡xdnt and one which has its appeal and carries weight with 
all taxpayers' is the program of economy which the new governor 
has so plainly marked out. 
He has pointed out practical wavs 
for the legislature to act. 
* 
• On account of the financial distress which we have suffered 
during the past four or five years, the demand for tax reduction 
is at thi present time especially imperative.' 
f would therefore 
most strongly urge upon the legislature the necessity of holding 
the total of appropriations well b elow those of 19 28,’’ said the 
govern r. 
He then outlined six principles to b ring ab out the necessary 
economy: 
“We should authorize no new state activities and create no 
new state institutions. 
“We should raise no salaries, except when it can lie clearly 
shown that through salary increases it will la* possib le to ob tain 
the services of administrative heads who can save their salaries 
through greater efficiency and economy of operation. 
“We should authorize no construction not imperatively and 
immediately needed. 
“We should create no new state ob ligations. 
“We should make a careful survey of I lie administrative code 
to determine whether it would not b e feasib le to discontinue some 
of the state’s activities. 
“We should not extend any new form of state aid to promote 
local activity, nor should we accept any new form of federal aid 
conditioned on p^ate expenditures." 
The governor touched b riefly unotlve-r point which shows how 
local taxes often get a b oost 1 » ecuuse of fhe state’s suggestion 
or action. Says the goveiiiof*: 
M 
... 
“Careless students of taxation have ¿ought to aiiSoiye the 
state government from responsib ility for high taxes b y citing the 
fact that states taxes constitute only a small part of the total. 
They overlook entirely that many increases in local levies have 
b een necessitated b y laws passed b y the legislature and approved 
b y the governor 
“Every time the salary of a local official is raised, every time 
a new activity is made mandatory on a community, every time a 
new form of state aid is held out as a b ait to a township or county, 
local taxes are b eing raised just us surely as if the levy for them 
were made b y the legislature. 
“The situatiin suggests that the legislature should b e reluc­ 
tant to impose additional ob ligations on local governing b odies, 
that legislation affecting the smaller units of government should 
he permissive rather than mandatory, and that exercise id' a power 
granted should not b e made compulsory unless imperatively de­ 
manded b y considerations of the general welfare.’’ 
The idea of municipalities running along unchecked in piling 
ill» b end issues is disapproved b y the governor, 
lie says “the 
state can greatly affect local taxation b y placing reasonab le limita­ 
tions on the power of municipal b odies to issue b onds." 
The governor takes this advanced stand in the matter: 
“ I would recommend the enactment of legislation that would 
make any b ond issue b v any municipal unit of government tor 
any purpose except refundment of an indeb tedness incurred here­ 
tofore, null and void, unless it carried with it as an integral and 
inseparab le part theieof, an irrevocab le tax levy running over 
the tn til< period b etween the creation and maturity of the ob li­ 
gation, to er« » ate a sinking fund sufficiently large to discharge the 
b onds at the expiration of that period.

The address of Governor Christianson on the occasion of his 
inaugural is one which rose to real heights of statesmanship. The 
main point and one which has its appeal and carries weight with 
all taxpayers-is the program of economy which the new governor 
has so plainly marked out. 
He has pointed out practical ways 
for the legislature to aet. 
■ 
• On account of the financial distress w h i c h we have suffered 
during the past four or five years, the demand for tax reduction 
is at thi present time especially imperative: 
I would therefore 
most strongly urge upon the legislature the necessity of holding 
the total of appropriations well below those of 1923,” said the 
govern r. 
, 
He then outlined six principles to bring about the necessary 
economy: 
“We should authorize no new state activities and create no 
new state institutions. 
“We should raise no salaries, except when it can be clearly 
shown that through salary increases it will la* possible to obtain 
(he services of administrative heads who can save their salaries 
through greater efficiency and economy of operation. 
“We should authorize no construction not imperatively and 
immediately needed. 
“We should create no new state obligations* 
“We should make a careful survey of the administrative code 
to determine whether it would not he feasible to discontinue some 
of the state’s activities. 
“We should not extend any new form of slate aid to promote 
local activity, nor should we accept any new form of federal aid 
conditioned on spite expenditures.” 
The governor touched briefly nnotUvr point which shows how 
local taxes often get a boost lier a use of file state’s suggestion 
or action. Says the governor: 
* 
... 
“Careless students of taxation have sought to aoNoJve the 
state government from responsibility for high taxes by citing the 
fact that states taxes constitute only a small part of the total. 
They overlook entirely that many increases in local levies have 
been necessitated by laws passed by the legislature and approved 
by the governor 
“Every time th** salary of a local official is raised, every time 
a new activity is made mandatory on a community, every time a 
new form of state aid is held out as a bait to a township or county, 
local taxes are being raised just a* surely as if the levy for them 
were made by the legislature. 
“The situatiin suggests that the legislature should be reluc­ 
tant to impose additional obligations on local governing bodies, 
that legislation affecting the smaller units of government should 
he permissive rather than mandatory, and that exercise of a power 
granted should not he made compulsory unless imperatively de­ 
manded by considerations of the general welfare.” 
The idea of municipalities running along unchecked in piling 
ii)) bond issues is disapproved by the governor. 
He says “the 
state can greatly affect local taxation by placing reasonable limita­ 
tions on the power of municipal bodies to issue bonds.” 
The governor takes this advanced stand in the matter: 
“ I would recommend the enactment of legislation that would 
make any bond issue by any municipal unit of government for 
any purpose except refundment of an indebtedness incurred here- 
tof< re, null and void, unless it carried with it as an integral and 
inseparable part t bel eof, an irrevocable tax levy running over 
th(‘ entire period between the creation and maturity of thi' obli­ 
gation, to create a sinking fund sufficiently large to discharge the 
bonds at the expiration of that period.
